America's I'apcr Making Capacity. 
The United States has a capacity for 


producing about 13,S.'iO,000 pounds of 
paper annvmlly, not counting the idle 
mills, of which nt present abont seventy 
are reported, out of a total of 1,180. Of 
this enormous product some 8,7^5,000 
pounds are used in printing newspapers 
and books, and 212,800 pounds more go 
to help bind the books printed. It is 
estimated that 498,000 pounds are con- 
sumed by the building trades; 3,176,000 
pounds of wrapping papor are used and 
590,000 pounds of writing papers. 
An 


importan.t item is the production ol 
nearly 1,COO,000 pounds of press, straw 
and wood pulp "boaids." The produc- 
tion of "artificial leather," fortunately 
for the purchasers of shoes, has been de- 
creasing since 1884, when 129,000 pounds 
of this material were produced. The 
most rigid economy is practiced in pa- 
per making; -hence the high degree of 
mechanical skill and executive ability 
connected with this industry as com- 
pared with the cost of the product.— 
New York Telegram. 


Change of Fifty Years. 


The tardy justice done to women in 


the passing of the women's property act 
in England and America was the direct 
outgrowth of the wages system. The 
fact that woman had no right in her 
earnings, inherited property, or even in 
her personal belongings, until recent 
years, took away all stimulus to active 
money making effort.

vide for her wants, she could not hold 
any possession from the grasp of the 
selfish, cruel, tyrannical or degraded 
male relative who possessed legal power 
over her.

THE MILLION DOLLAR MANTLE. 


A 1'i-lcclrst <:nmc^l Thut Hut Uuvel- 


nj)r<! the ri>rm>» of Uuualiuii Kings. 
A v.ihmble collection of Hawaiian 


feather w.ir cloaks and capes is on ex- 
hibition at the National museum. Oue 
of the elo.ilfs, the l.'.rgust in the collec- 
;ion, H of immouse value. It is known 
as fie •'million dollar mantle." It once 
enveloped the kingly form of Kekuaska- 
ian, one of the highest chiefs of the 
Sandwich islands, in whose reign it was 
ornpleted nearly a hundred years after it 
was begun. 
Upon the death of Ke- 


uiaskali.m, who fell in battle, it be- 
caivia the property of his enemy, King 
ECamohameha III, by whom it was pre- 
sented to Captain J. H. Aulick, of tho 
United States navy. 


The foundation of this most remark- 


able cloak is a network of olona or "na- 
;ive hemp," and to it are attached by 
;liread» of tho same material feathers of 
native birds found only in the Hawaiian 
slands. 
Tho entire body of tho mantle 


s mado up of small red nnd yellow 
feathers, the latter ones being obtained 
from the Oo or Ulio (Moo nobilis), a 
.lird extremely raru and possessing but 
ono or two of these yellow feathers 
which are found under tho wings. This 
aird is captured alive by moans of tho 
'lime trap," and when deprived of the 
precious feathers i-j v.t at liberty. Great 
prizo is put on these feathers by the 
jrown. They are used as money in buy- 
ing and selling, and are accepted by tho 
government iu payment of taxes. Tha 
red feathers are obtained from the most 
abundant bird of the islands, the Dre- 
ponis coccinea. 


In the "million dollar mantle" the 


feathers are placed so as to overlap, thus 
giving a smooth surface to the exterior 
jf the cloak. The upper and lateral 
borders of tho mantle are decorated with 
alternate tufts of red, yellow and black 
feathers, but only on the margin are the 
black feathers used, which are obtained 
Prom tho Uho. In the center of the mantle 
is a large crescent shaped figure of yel- 
low feathers, surrounded by a belt of red, 
which blends in the middle of the belt 
on either side with a succeeding stripe of 
red, the outer margins of which are di- 
vided by two wodge shaped processes 
of yellow. 


From this last named figure on .either 


side to the circumferences are alternate 
parallel stripes of yellow and red about 
six inches broiul. The upper circum- 
ference of the clonk, where it fastens 
ibout the neck, is about twenty inches, 
the lower ono being seven or seven and 
a half feet, thus forming a cloak capable 
of amply enveloping n very large per- 
son. The mantle is protected by a hand- 
some ca.se and its boauty advantageously 
displayed by a background of blue vel- 
vet. 


There are two other capos iu the col- 


Lection, very much smaller, and two 
I)oa3. The larger of the capos is little 
more than a collar, its nppur and lower 
circuuiforoiices being but seventeen and 


ty-riix inches, respectively. The entire 


bo.ly is of yellow feathers, having but 
two surill crescents 61 red in the center. 


Tho remaining c^po, virtually a red 


one, 
has only two small designs of yel- 


low feathers mid consequently is much 
less valuable, 


The boas mado from the feathers of 


the Uho are abont two feet in length,' 
and fasten about the neck with hempen 
cords, 


The fenthor garments woro at one 


time considered the greatest possessions 
of the crown, but the costumes of Eu- 
ropean aud American manufacture have 
superseded thorn, and they are no longer 
manufactured on the islands.—Wash- 
ington Post

Americans are the greatest letter writ- 


ing people on tho globe. 
Of tho fifty 


odd billion pieces of mail which are 
posted in the world every year nearly 
3,000,000,000 go through the postofiices 
of the United States. We spend every 
year more than $52,000,000 for postage, 
and during the year 1891 American 
tongues licked the backs of $37,000,000 
worth of sticky stamps. 


The postage stamps sold every year 


the world over far surpasses in value 
the riches of Jay Gould or the Roths- 
childs, and tho postage stamp industry 
of the world is one of tho greatest fac- 
tors in the machinery which moves the 
universe today. And yet postage stamps 
are of comparatively recent origin. Ji 
is barely fifty years ago since they were 
first used in England, and in 1847 con- 
gress first authorized their uso in the 
United States.—LoniaviUeCourier-Jour- 
nal.

A friendship 
had long existed between Mr. Malcolm 
and Sir Henry Layard, born of similar- 
ity of taste, which has ripened with 
many years of neighborhood and inter- 
course. 


It was thus that the Ca' Capello came 


into tho hands of Sir Henry Layard, and 
from that day it has been his home. 
Hither in the intervals of his ministerial 
duties, his missions and his visits to his 
English kinsfolk, he has returned with 
ever growing zest and affection. Here 
he has surrounded himself with a fine 
library, a noble collection of pictures 
and bronzos, marbles and mosaics, tap- 
estries, ancient furniture and bric-a- 


TUC, relics of the pa«t, the spoils of a 
'ng aud varied career. 
Here, too, in 


lie year 1801), ho brought his wife, a 
daughter of the late Sir John Guest. 


It is barely possible to roach the Ca' 


Capello on foot. 
You may cross the 


Rialto and bear toward the left through 
and across a series of tortuous and intri- 
cate calli, but the two handsome gon- 
dolas, reposing on tho broad bosom of 
tho canal at the door of Ca' Capello, 
which hua every right to be called tho 
front, suggest to the callers the only 
rational method of entrance. 
It has 


been said that the house is not one of 
tho largest; its aspect, however, is un- 
doubtedly ono of the most attractive in 
the most beautiful highway in tho world. 


THE HOUSE. 


The two sides of tho house, one in the 


Rio di San Polo, the principal, with the 
porch on the Grand canal, give scope for 
a display of color which elsewhere might 
suggest garishness, but which in Venice, 
par excellence the city of many colors, 
is natiiral and pleasing. As your gon- 
dola reaches the broad flight of steps be- 
hind the tall green pali, you cannot fail 
to notice that every window sill boars 
its burden of flowers after <mr English 
fashion, and that the portico is a veritable 
floral bower, with a conservatory over 
it, in which, beside the greonery, an im- 
munse Venetian glass "cnandelier is a 
most striking object.

As is common in Italian private rosi 


dencos, what we ordinarily describe at 
home as tho ground floor is given up to 
tho servants and the domestic offices of 
the establishment.
